Whereas the Council of the Corporation of Nor- 
folk deems it necessary to borrow the sum of Forty- 
five Thousand Dollars for Ordinary Expenditure for 
County purposes for the year 1915. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk as 
follows : 


(1)—That the Warden and the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation are hereby authorized to borrow in one 
or more sums as the same may be required from the 
Bank of Hamilton, Simcoe, or from such other Char- 
tered Bank to the. best interests of the County, here- 
inafter called the Bank, an amount not exceeding 


in the aggregate the sum of Forty-five Thousand 
Dollars. 


(2)—Any promisory note or notes or other vouch- 
ers which may be used, may be sealed with the Cor- 
porate Seal, and signed on behalf of this Corportion 
by the Warden and Treasurer thereof. 


(3)—The Treasurer is hereby authorized and direct- 
ed to apply any amounts which may be paid to the 
County by the local municipalities in payment of the 
obligations of this Corporation, created as aforesaid 
to the said Bank.

28th inst., and found everything in perfectly good 
order. There are at present sixty-two inmates, of 
whom Forty-three are men, Sixteen are women, and 
three childr en. 


All the inmates spoken to expressed themselves as 
satisfied with their treatment and are comfortable and 
contented. 


We would recommend the following ayant: and 
improvements, viz : 


Part of the ceiling on the room of the hired man 
has fallen off and should be replaced as soon as con- 
venient. 


The floor of the private bath-room leaks when wash- 
ed, and is an injury to the ceiling of the room below. 
Attention to this matter should be given as soon as 
possible. 


The floor of Room No. 27 leakes when washed, 
and the leakage is destroying the paper on the ceiling 
of the room below. We believe a new floor will be 
a necessity. This matter had been discussed before, 
but was laid over to the present Session of this - 
Council. 

A larger wash basin is required in the private wash 
room. The wash basin at present in use there should 
be removed to the room in which the dishes are 
washed, and one is very much needed. 


In the lavatory the cement floor is broken close to 
the grating of the outlet pipe and should be repaired. 
A new grating may be required, but this cannot be 
finally determined until the old grating is taken up 
and examined. 
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There is a serious leakage in the water pipes caus- 
ing a continuous flow of water. This, in the opinion 
of your Committee, should be attended to at once. 


We would suggest that the Special Committee have 
an examination made of the Septic Tank, as the 
Engineer has informed some of our members that 
there is something requiring attention.
